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PREFATORY  REMARKS. 


Wimbledon  Common  Committee  was  consti- 
JL  tuted  in  the  month  of  March,  1866,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  inhabitants  and  owners  of  property  in  the 
parishes  of  Wimbledon,  Putney,  and  Eoehampton, 
with  a  view  to  take  action  for  the  better  preservation 
of  Wimbledon  Common. 

One  of  the  first  measures  of  the  Committee  was  to 
seek  legal  advice  on  the  nature  of  the  property  and 
rights  existing  in  the  Common,  as  to  which  many 
different  opinions  had  been  expressed;  Mr.  Forster, 
the  Steward  of  the  Manor,  having,  in  his  evidence 
given  before  the  House  of  Commons  in  1865,  actually 
claimed  the  whole  property  in  the  Common  for  Earl 
Spencer,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor. 

The  nominal  ownership,  or  what  lawyers  call  the 
legal  estate,  of  almost  every  common  in  England  is 
undoubtedly  vested  in  the  Lord  of  the  Manor.  This 
legal  accident  has  never  enabled  him  to  deal  with  it 
as  his  private  property ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  notorious 
that,  at  all  events,  those  of  the  inhabitants  who  were 
termed  tenants  of  the  Manor,  have  in  all  times  claimed 
to  exercise,  and  have  in  fact  exercised  (more  or  less 
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assiduously),  various  and  valuable  rights  over  the 
common  or  waste  land  within  the  district  or  territory 
called  a  Manor,  of  which  the  Lord  was  anciently  but 
the  feudal  chief. 

The  existence  of  these  rights,  and  their  nature  and 
extent,  may  be  proved  in  two  ways :  1st,  by  tradition 
from  the  memory  of  old  inhabitants ;  and,  2ndly,  by 
the  records  or  rolls  of  the  Manor  Courts. 

Each  of  these  modes  of  proof  is  open  to  objection ; 
the  first,  both  from  its  character  of  uncertainty  and 
liability  to  difference  in  opinion  or  recollection  with 
different  individuals,  and  from  its  embracing,  even  in 
the  person  of  an  old  inhabitant,  but  a  small  span  of 
time  compared  with  the  entire  history  of  a  Manor ; 
— the  second  is  imperfect,  inasmuch  as  only  the  sup- 
posed infractions  of  the  custom  of  the  Manor  are 
usually  recorded,  and  not  its  unbroken  stream  of  daily 
practice;  the  latter  is  only  to  be  inferred  from  the 
former,  with  all  the  infirmity  of  judgment,  opinion,  and 
fallible  interpretation  to  which  such  a  mode  of  proof  is 
exposed.  Obviously,  however,  the  liability  to  error  is 
greatly  increased  by  imperfect  knowledge  of  those 
records;  and  their  inaccessibility  has  hitherto,  in  most 
cases,  absolutely  prevented  any  one,  excepting  the 
Lord  himself  or  his  Steward,  from  forming  even  an 
approximately  correct  judgment  upon  them. 

A  portion  of  the  Rolls  of  Wimbledon  Manor  are  kept 
at  Spencer  House,  in  London,  and  can  only  be  seen 
after  going  through  certain  formalities  and  making  an 
appointment  for  the  purpose  a  certain  time  beforehand. 
The  later  Court  Rolls  are  kept  by  Mr.  Forster,  the 
Steward,  in  Lincoln' s-lnn  Fields;  and  in  order  to  see 
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them,  an  appointment  must  be  made  and  certain  for- 
malities gone  through ;  and  in  both  cases  heavy  fees 
have  to  be  paid  to  the  Steward  for  the  privilege  of 
inspection.  The  earlier  rolls  are  in  the  Latin  language, 
and  written  on  parchment  in  a  style  illegible  to 
any  but  a  practised  eye.  They  are  without  index,  and 
the  greater  portion  of  them  relate  to  matters  of  private 
interest  only,  such  as  the  conveyance  of  land  from  a 
seller  to  a  purchaser,  or  the  inheritance  by  an  heir, 
&c.  In  order,  therefore,  to  extract  what  relates  to  a 
particular  subject,  a  vast  mass  of  irrelevant  matter 
must  be  waded  through. 

A  consideration  of  these  circumstances  induced  the 
Wimbledon  Common  Committee,  at  considerable  ex- 
pense, to  make  and  print,  for  the  general  information 
of  those  interested,  an  extract  from  the  Court  Rolls  of 
all  matters  bearing  on  the  questions  now  mooted  re- 
specting the  Common  and  the  various  rights  existing 
or  claimed  over  it. 

Several  months  have  been  consumed  in  this  labour, 
and  the  present  volume  is  the  result.  The  editor 
believes  that  every  important  entry  bearing  on  the 
matter  has  been  extracted.  It  is  possible  that,  in 
spite  of  much  care,  something  may  have  been 
omitted. 

From  what  has  been  said,  the  reader  will  not  be 
surprised  to  find  certain  inconsistencies  in  the  Records 
of  the  Manor  as  to  the  exact  nature  and  extent  of  the 
Customs.  One  thing  is,  however,  clear, —  that  the 
rights  claimed  and  exercised  by  the  tenants  were 
numerous  and  profitable  : — Whether  at  one  time  pas- 
turage for  a  greater  or  smaller  number  of  cattle  was 
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allowed  to  each  tenant;  what  may  have  been  the 
exact  rights  of  the  freeholders  as  against  the  copy- 
holders ;  how  many  fagots  each  was  allowed  to  take, 
and  how  many  pigs  to  turn  into  the  wood  (before  the 
time  when  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  felled  the  pollard 
oaks)  ;  how  much  gravel  or  loam  might  be  dug,  or 
furze  or  fern  cut ; — these  were  evidently,  at  all  times, 
more  or  less  debateable  matters.  The  tenants,  then, 
even  more  than  now,  would  be  unable  (except  through 
the  intervention  of  the  Steward)  to  read  and  decipher 
or  interpret  the  Court  Rolls ;  and  we  may  therefore 
attribute  much  of  the  inconsistency  of  the  different 
entries  to  imperfect  information,  much,  no  doubt, 
being  due  to  the  alteration  which  different  times, 
manners,  and  customs  imported  into  the  place  ;  some- 
thing, perhaps,  in  later  times,  to  the  zeal  of  the 
Steward  for  the  private  advantage  of  the  Lord,  when 
pecuniary  profit  had  come  to  be  more  regarded  than 
mere  feudal  dignity. 

The  present  compilation  is  intended  and  believed 
to  contain  an  extract  of  all  entries  having  any  direct 
or  indirect  bearing  on  the  questions  affecting  the 
Common  or  the  rights  attached  to  it,  whether  appearing 
to  favour  the  tenants  or  the  Lord.  It  may  be  well, 
therefore,  to  caution  the  general  reader  not  to  place 
implicit  reliance  on  the  correctness  of  the  views  or 
opinions  expressed,  as  distinguished  from  the  actual 
facts  recorded,  in  any  of  the  entries.  These  must 
be  taken  as  records  of  the  proceedings  at  the 
time — no  doubt  of  great  value,  but  not  necessarily 
infallible.  To  give  an  instance  : — entries  occur  in  one 
or  two  places  where  the  right  of  the  freehold  tenants 
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of  the  Manor  to  pasturage  on  the  Common  is  disputed 
or  denied.  Before  accepting  such  a  decision  it  would 
be  necessary  to  know  the  grounds  on  which  it  pro- 
ceeded, and  whether  any  freehold  tenants  were  present 
on  the  occasion.  If,  in  point  of  fact,  we  find  that  the 
exclusion  of  the  freehold  tenants  was  not  acquiesced 
in,  but  that  they  continued  to  exercise  their  rights, 
then  it  would  seem  to  have  been  an  abortive  attempt 
to  exclude  them. 

In  the  same  manner,  if  we  find  entries  in  the  roll 
disparaging  to  the  rights  of  the  copyholders,  and  can 
trace  them  to  the  personal  intervention  of  the  Steward 
(see  page  544)  acting  in  the  interest  of  the  Lord,  then 
we  are  led  to  attach  less  importance  to  the  views 
so  expressed.  If  the  Steward  gives  the  reasons 
for  his  opinion,  then  those  reasons  are  open  to  criti- 
cism, and  if  found  to  be  unsound,  his  conclusions 
cannot  be  accepted  as  binding  on  the  tenants  of  the 
Manor. 

The  general  reader  who  takes  up  this  volume  with 
reference  to  the  questions  which  have  been  recently 
agitated  will  probably  be  disappointed  at  finding  so 
little  which  is  directly  applicable  to  the  habits  of  the 
present  day.  This,  however,  is  not  surprising  when 
we  consider  the  change  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
population,  the  wealth,  and  circumstances  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  place,  and  the  manners  and  civilization  of 
the  country  generally ;  and  the  omission  would  be  un- 
important if  our  Common  law  were  written  in  a  text 
book  from  which  we  could  deduce  with  certainty  the 
principles  which  underlie  and  originally  created  the 
rights  exercised  by  our  ancestors,  for  those  principles 
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could  then  easily  be  applied  to  the  altered  circum- 
stances and  requirements  of  later  times. 

The  fact,  however,  is  otherwise.  The  judicial  ex- 
ponents of  our  common  law  have  always  been  averse 
to  defining  it  too  closely.  A  judge  having  to  decide  a 
case  has  generally  been  cautious  not  to  lay  down  a 
broader  principle  than  was  necessary  for  the  particular 
occasion,  and  it  is  well  known,  even  to  unprofessional 
readers,  that  we  have  no  code  of  common  law,  but  are 
left  to  gather  its  spirit  and  wisdom  from  scattered 
cases,  and  in  a  great  measure  from  tradition.  The 
inconvenience  of  this  state  of  uncertainty  has  always 
been  felt  in  the  practice  of  the  law.  It  has  been 
attempted  to  be  remedied  by  many  celebrated  men, 
such  as  Littleton  and  Coke,  whose  text-books,  although 
often  resting  only  upon  the  individual  authority  of  the 
writers,  are  for  most  purposes  accepted  by  the  pro- 
fession as  containing  the  essence  of  the  wisdom  of  old 
times,  and  to  them  we  owe  the  first  or  most  complete 
exposition  of  abstract  principles,  to  which  again  we  are 
chiefly  indebted  for  consistency  in  the  decisions  of  our 
Courts. 

But  with  respect  to  rights  of  common,  our  most 
renowned  lawyers  of  olden  time,  from  whom  we  thus 
accept  most  of  our  legal  maxims,  have  not  always 
done  good  service,  even  when  they  have  intended  to 
support  and  define  those  rights.  The  very  defini- 
tion which,  to  their  legal  view,  was  necessary  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  right,  has,  in  many  cases,  tended 
to  limit  it.  Petrifying  the  plant,  it  has  destroyed  its 
life  and  elasticity,  and  prevented  its  growth  with  that 
of  the  times.  The  historian  must  always  bear  in 
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mind,  ill  considering  these  customs,  that  they  existed 
before,  and  not  in  consequence  of,  the  legal  maxims 
which  are  current  respecting  them. 

The  rights,  in  olden  times,  exercised  by  the  tenants 
of  a  Manor  were,  in  all  cases,  suited  to  their  wants. 
Custom  thus  arose  which  became  evidence  of  the 
right.  Then  came  the  law,. which  (seeking  a  definite 
substance  to  grasp)  gave  a  rigid  form  to  the  custom, 
previously  elastic  and  variable.  From  this  treat- 
ment the  right  itself  was  doomed,  sooner  or  later,  to 
suffer. 

The  world  would  not  stand  still ;  the  manners 
and  wants  of  succeeding  times  differed  at  first 
slightly,  then  more  and  more  perceptibly,  from  those 
of  their  predecessors,  varying  the  usages,  until  we  have 
been  startled  to  hear  of  late  that  the  old  rights,  become 
antiquated,  are  altogether  lost. 

This  proposition  is  strenuously  denied  by  many  (by 
none  more  than  the  Editor  of  this  volume)  ;  but  the 
very  chance  of  such  a  calamity  has  roused  men's  minds  ; 
and  the  problem  now  is,  how  to  harmonize  the  law  and 
practice  as  to  these  Commons  with  the  exigencies  of 
the  present  time  ; — and  Parliament  is  concerned  to 
enquire  how  far  the  old  law  has  really  injured  the 
vitality  of  the  rights  it  designed  to  protect,  and 
whether  legislation  is  needed  to  revive  them,  or 
whether,  liberally  interpreted,  the  law  is  still  equal  to 
the  task  of  dealing  with  the  existing  circumstances, 
and  can  adapt  itself  to  the  requirements  and  usages  of 
modern  life. 

The  Metropolitan  Commons  Act  of  last  session  con- 
stitutes an  important  step  in  the  right  direction.  Its 
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principle  is  to  provide  a  modern  machinery  for  the 
security  and  enjoyment  of  old  and  existing  rights.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  prove  successful  in  accom- 
plishing the  object  in  view,  for  which  purpose,  however, 
the  efforts  of  all  concerned  are  needed.  There  are  not 
wanting  those  whose  private  advantage  may  prompt 
them  to  look  with  an  unfriendly  eye  on  the  rights  of 
the  public,  and  the  statute  may  become  a  dead  letter 
if  those  who  are  interested  in  its  provisions  are  not 
vigilant  in  the  assertion  of  their  rights. 

As  a  mere  contribution  to  local  history,  the  present 
volume  cannot  fail  to  prove  interesting  and  valuable.

prejudice  of  the  lord  and  his  tenants.  Therefore  it 
was  commanded  the  Beadle  that  he  distrain  the  afore- 
said Robert  to  answer  the  lord,  concerning  the 
trespass  aforesaid,  against  the  next  court. 


Command  to  seize. — Whereas  it  was  commanded  to 
bind  Thomas  Salfot  to  take  the  office  of  beadle,  to 
which  he  was  elected,  now  the  said  Thomas  present  in 
court  refused  to  perform  the  office  aforesaid,  &c.

this  Manor,  and  that  they  do  provide  themselves  with  a 
book  and  enter  therein  the  names  of  every  copyhold 
tenant,  inhabitant,  stranger,  and  every  other  person, 
that  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  above  orders  ;  or  by  any 
authority  whatsoever,  have  taken  and  carried  away,  any 
gravel,  loom,  sand,  bog-earth,  turf  or  stones,  from  off  the 
respective  Commons  within  this  jurisdiction,  for  the 
year  preceding  and  what  has  been  paid  for  the  same  ;

of  His  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer ;  and  one 
hundred  and  fourteen  feet  adjoining  to  the  wall 
belonging  to  the  estate  of  the  said  Sir  Charles  William 
Rouse  Boughton,  in  the  tenure  of  Mrs.  Clara  Barker, 
and  no  person  attending  to  shew  in  what  manner  the 
same  was  proposed  to  be  fenced  and  taken  in,  or 
the  foot  path  properly  ascertained,  the  Steward  of 
the  Manor  was  pleased  to  declare,  on  the  part  of  the 
Lord,  that  his  Lordship  would  not  in  future  accede, 
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after  this  Court,  to  any  grants  whatever,  and  the  same 
was  of  course  rejected ;  but  the  plan  was  ordered  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  Records  of  this  Manor,  should 
the  said  Sir  Charles  William  Rouse  Boughton  chuse 
to  make  any  personal  application  to  the  Lord :  the 
Homage  conceiving  that  if  a  brick  wall  was  erected 
round  the  same,  and  the  foot-path  not  abridged,  it 
would  be  no  detriment  to  themselves  or  any  other 
Copyhold  Tenants  of  this  Manor,  or  any  of  His 
Majesty's  leige  subjects  passing  that  way,  were  the 
same  granted  with  such  restrictions :  but  for  the 
aforesaid  reasons  the  Steward  would  not  proceed 
therein.

following :  * '  *  Sir,  Putney 
30th  Nov.  1807.  Sir,  We  yesterday  observed  that 
additions  are  making  to  the  Encroachments  upon 
Putney  Common,  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  Road 
leading  from  Putney  to  Kingston ;  as  Copyholders  of 
the  Manor  of  Wimbledon,  we  cannot  suffer  them  to 
remain.  We  desire,  therefore,  you  will  take  such 
measures,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  cause  them  to  be 
restored  to  their  former  Estate.  We  are,  Sir,  your 
obedient,  humble,  Servants,  Robert  Hankey,  Joseph 
Henley,  Joseph  Alcock.  To  William  Pembroke 
Esquire,  Steward  of  the  Manor  of  Wimbledon." 

That  in  pursuance  thereof,  he  had  sent  to  the  said 
Copyhold  Tenants  a  copy  of  a  recommendation  of  the 
Homage,  at  a  Court  Leet  and  General  Court  Baron, 
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held  for  the  Manor  of  Wimbledon,  on  16th  May  1791, 
before  Percival  Lewis,  Barrister  at  Law,  then  Steward, 
which  being  read  in  open  Court,  is  as  follows  : — "  The 
Jury  having  this  day  taken  into  consideration  an 
application  made  by  Roger  Pettiward  Esq.,  to  enclose 
certain  Gravel  Pits  upon  the  waste  of  the  Manor  of 
Wimbledon,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  one 
rood  and  thirty  perches,  do  recommend  it  to  the  Lord 
of  this  Manor  to  grant  a  Lease  of  the  said  parcel  of 
waste  to  the  said  Roger  Pettiward,  he  paying  an 
acknowledgment  to  the  poor  of  the  said  Parish  of 
Putney,  and  they  are  the  more  induced  to  do  so  as  the 
same  does  not  afford  any  Herbage,  and  is  but  a  public 


nuisance." 


And  also  a  grant  dated  5th  May  1795,  for  seventy- 
four  years,  from  Lady-day  1792,  to  the  said  Roger 
Pettiward,  at  a  yearly  rent  of  Eight  pence ;  together 
with  the  original  plan  taken  from  off  the  file  of  the 
respective  courts  for  their  perusal  and  inspection,  and 
to  see  how  far  the  said  Grant  has  been  complied  with, 
or  whether  any  enlargement  or  greater  quantity  of 
ground  has  been  taken  in,  more  than  was  first  proposed 
or  intended  ;  and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon  at  or 
before  the  next  Court  Leet  and  General  Court  Baron 
to  be  holden  for  this  Manor.

summoned  at  different 
Courts,  and  different 


places  within  this  Manor, 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Commons  and  preventing  the 
various  trespasses,  that  have  been  from  time  to  time 
committed  on  the  same,  by  persons  not  in  the  least 
authorised  to  dig,  take  and  carry  away,  the  soil,  gravel, 
loom  and  other  materials  belonging  to  the  same ;  which 
trespasses  have  in  part  been  occasioned,  by  the  Sur- 
veyors of  the  highways  originally  digging  for  gravel, 
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and  opening  more  pits  than  there  was  an  absolute  oc- 
casion for ;  under  pretence  of  repairing  the  roads, 
under  their  direction ;  and  in  fact  exceeding  the  powers 
vested  in  them,  by  Act  of  Parliament ;  and  larger 
prices  have  been  affixed  on  the  loads  of  different  mate- 
rials so  taken  away,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  same, 
which  has  not  had  the  desired  effect ;  but  rather  in- 
creased than  prevented  the  mischief  intended,  which 
not  only  appears  by  the  Declaration  of  the  Steward, 
but  is  also  confirmed  by  the  opinion  of  the  different 
Common  Keepers,  appointed  under  the  authority  of 
this  Court.

Commons,  which  Orders  are  granted  upon  express 
condition  that  they  shall  conform  to  the  resolutions  of 
the  Homage  made  at  different  General  Courts  Baron  in 
that  behalf,  have,  when  they  have  obtained  such 
Orders,  refused  paying  the  usual  compensations,  under 
various  frivolous  pretences  ;  and  that  the  trouble  of 
repeatedly  calling  on  them,  if  charged,  would  be  more 
than  the  sum  to  be  received. 

That  others  take  away  the  gravel,  loam,  turf,  mould, 
and  soil  from  the  Commons,  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  Lords  Officers,  in  an  unjustifiable  and  indirect 
manner. 

That  others  take  just  what  quantity  they  like,  and 
sell  it  to  persons,  at  a  low  rate,  in  the  same  manner  as 
stolen  goods. 

That  there  are  persons  who  ought  to  know  better, 
that  encourage  and  abet  these  illegal  proceedings,  by 
purchasing  the  same. 

That  bills  have  been  sent  them,  according  to  the 
established  rule,  for  what  they  have  so  improperly  got 
possession  of,  but  they  have  refused  payment  thereof. 

That  the  respective  Common  Keepers  having  reduced 
these  statements  into  a  form  of  a  presentment,  and 
delivered  them  to  the  Deputy  Steward  some  time  since, 
the  Beadle  has  summoned  some  of  the  parties  to  attend 
this  Court,  to  answer  the  said  complaints. 

That  the  immediate  persons  employed  by  several  of 
the  inhabitants  for  this  purpose,  are  generally  paupers, 
and  not  worth  a  groat,  and  who,  of  course,  run  away  if 
any  actions  are  brought  and  commenced,  or  if  judg- 
ment is  signed  by  default,  are  not  able  to  pay  the  taxed 
costs. 

That  they  are  of  opinion  these  evils  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  consideration  of  the  Copyhold  tenants

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circulated ;  but  lie  had  seen  cart  and  waggon  loads  of 
it  carried  away  to  substantial  farmers ;  lie  forbore 
mentioning  their  names],  hoping  the  Copyhold  tenants 
now  present  would  consider  thereof,  and  make  some 
additional  rules  to  prevent  this  flagrant  and  notorious 
conduct.  That  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  did  not  wish  to 
deprive  the  poor  of  any  supposed  privilege,  which  had 
been  acceded  to,  by  himself  and  predecessors,  more  as 
a  matter  of  favour,  than  right.  That  in  regard  to  the 
poor  having  a  decent  quantity  of  furze  allowed  them 
for  consumption,  or  being  restrained  from  selling  the 
same,  it  had  his  entire  concurrence  ;  but  in  regard  to 
Bakers  claiming  any  privilege  to  take  what  furze  they 
pleased,  it  was  neither  warranted  by  law,  custom,  or 
reason ;  being  absurd  and  ridiculous ;  as  such  Bakers 
charged  the  inhabitants  the  same  price  for  baking, 
though  the  Copyhold  tenants,  &c.,  found  them  fuel.

And  the  several  Orders  made  at  different  Courts 
Baron,  directing  that  no  gravel,  soil,  loam,  &c.,  shall 
be  suffered  to  be  taken  off  the  Common,  but  through 
the  medium  of  the  Lords  Officers  annually  appointed 
at  the  Court  Leet  and  General  Court  Baron,  held  for 
this  Manor. 

Resolved  that  no  person  in  future  shall  be  suffered 
to  intermeddle  with  the  Commons,  but  the  Lords 
Officers  or  the  deputies  appointed  by  them  ;  and  if  any 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Order,  he, 
she,  and  they,  shall  be  punished  as  Trespassers.

First. — First  that  the  poor  shall  have  free  liberty  to 
cut  furze  for  their  own  use  and  consumption,  so  as 
they  do  not  take  it  away  with  horse  or  carts. 

Second. — Secondly.  That  all  other  persons  who  may 
wish  to  have  furze  (being  parishioners),  shall  pay  to 
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the  Common  Keepers  five  shillings  per  hundred,  as 
commonage,  for  all  such  furze  so  cut,  subject  to  certain 
regulations  hereafter  described. 

Third. — Thirdly,  that  all  persons  claiming  under  the

That 
others  have  agreed  to  and  formed  resolutions  on  the 
subject,  at  several  Courts  Baron,  held  for  that  purpose, 
particularly  at  a  General  Court  Baron  held  for  the  said 
Manor  at  Putney,  on  the  1st  day  of  May,  1809,  the 
3rd  day  of  June  following  at  Mortlake,  on  the  20th 
day  of  July  at  Wimbledon,  and  the  26th  day  of  Oct., 
1809,  at  Roehampton,  and  applied  to  the  Common 
Keepers  for  orders  to  take  mould  and  other  matters, 
particularly  turves,  for  their  gardens,  without  paying 
anything  for  the  same ;  directly  contrary  to  the 
established  orders,  which  they  themselves  have  signed ; 
and  that  notwithstanding  these  irregularities,  the  same 
persons  were  continually  impeding  the  business  of  the 
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Leet  and  Annual  General  Court  Baron,  by  entering 
upon  the  discussion  of  these  matters  when  the  Courts 
were  convened  for  other  purposes,  was  pleased  to 
declare  his  resolution  and  opinion  to  be  recorded  on 
the  Court  Bolls.  That  in  future  if  any  of  the  Copy- 
hold tenant  or  tenants,  upon  any  matter  that  they 
conceive  affects  their  rights,  or  the  privileges  of  the 
Lord,  request  him  to  hold  a  court  and  sign  the  same, 
he  would  call  one  for  that  special  purpose,  but  as 
many  persons  had  frequently  made  complaints  to  him, 
which  afterwards  they  did  not  attend  to  justify,  or 
prove,  this  regulation  seemed  the  most  unexception- 
able. Nevertheless,  it  is  not  his  intention  to  prevent 
any  individuals,  pursuing  any  legal  remedy  he  might 
be  entitled  to,  in  his  private  capacity,  for  any  injury 
solely  to  be  committed  against  him,  and  when  the 
offence  was  partly  against  Lord  and  Tenant,  the  Lord, 
of  course,  would  contribute  in  proportion  to  his 
interest  therein.

Wilson  v.  Sir  Francis  [•  of  the  Manor  of  Wimble- 
Willes,  Knt.  28  , 1806.  )  don  resident  in  Mortlake, 

having  properly  repre- 
sented to  the  Lord  their  situation,  he  was  pleased  as 
owner  of  the  soil,  at  a  General  Court  Baron,  held  at 
East  Sheene  3rd  October  1814,  to  make  some  orders  to 
regulate  the  same ;  but  as  the  Copyhold  Tenants  in 
Putney,  conceive  their  rights  more  extensive,  Mr. 
Pembroke  has  subjoined  his  opinion  thereon.

Mr.  Pembroke's  Observations  on  the  Resolutions  of 
2nd  May  1811. 

I  am  decidedly  of  opinion,  in  which  I  am  confirmed 
by  that  of  the  most  experienced  Black-Letter-Lawyers, 
that  Tenants  of  a  Manor  have  no  right  to  sell  the  soil, 
nor  to  make  any  regulations  as  to  the  sale  of  it. 

"  They  may  have  a  right  to  dig  Gravel  or  soil  by 
"  the  custom  for  their  own  use,  upon  their  own 
"  estates  ;  but  I  do  not  think  the  Lord,  be- 
"  cause  the  Turves  have  been  cut,  has  therefore 
"  a  right,  in  contravention  of  the  Interest  of 
"  the  Tenants,  to  take  away  the  soil  or  earth 
"  that  is  left,  for  though  the  Turf  will  renovate 
"  but  slowly,  if  at  all,  the  taking  away  the  soil 
"  prevents  that  from  becoming  ever  pasturable 
"  again,  which  peradventure,  might  hereafter 
"  become  so." 
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Upon  the  above  principle  I  have  judged  it  expedient, 
where  there  has  been  a  large  number  of  Tenants,  to 
submit  on  the  behalf  of  the  Lord,  to  have  some  Bye-laws 
made  ex  assensu  omnium  in  the  first  instance  to  oblige 
his  Copyhold  Tenants,  not  on  the  ground,  of  their 
legality,  as  anyone  who  is  entitled  to  Herbage,  may 
sustain  a  detriment  by  the  grass  destroyed.  Yet  it 
makes  a  material  difference,  where  there  is  so  much 
common,  that  a  Copyholder  can  graze  as  many  cattle 
as  he  may  be  entitled  to  by  the  custom,  without  the 
least  inconvenience. 

It  is  said  the  Lord  may  license  a  stranger  if  sufficient 
herbage.  [In  margin]  2  mod.  C.  7,  275,  Smith  v. 
Feverell. 

Co.  Litt.  122  A.  The  Lord  of  the  soil  has  such  an 
interest  therein,  that  a  custom  on  prescription  to  ex- 
clude him  from  the  profit  would  be  unreasonable  and 
against  law. 

The  property  of  the  soil  in  the  Common,  is  entirely 
in  the  Lord  ;  and  the  use  of  it  jointly  in  him  and  the 
tenants. 

I  am  "  of  opinion  cutting  of  turves  for  sale  is 
"  illegal.  Common  of  Turbary,  or  the  right  to 
"  cut  turves  is  for  fuel,  or  for  the  use  of  the 
"  estate  holden  of  the  Manor,  in  some  specific 
"  definite  manner  and  not  for  sale." 

"  If  any  Tenant  who  has  a  right  of  common 
"  of  pasture  disapproves  of  the  cutting  turf 
"  for  sale,  he  may  bring  an  action  on  the 
"  case  against  the  person  who  cuts  it  for 
"  sale  ;  whereby  his  common  of  pasture  is 
"  injured,  or  the  Lord  may  bring  trespass 
"  against  the  person  so  cutting  for  sale. 
"  A  custom  indefinite  and  uncertain  cannot 
"  be  maintained,  as  by  the  general  law,  the 
"  Commoners  have  no  right  to  intermeddle 
"  at  all  with  the  soil  of  the  Common,  which 
"  belongs  to  the  Lord  ;  their  right  is  only 
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"  to  depasture  the  grass  with  their  cattle, 
"  and  this  must  be  limited,  the  copyholders 
"  in  general  are  always  mistaking  the  ex- 
"  tent  of  their  rights,  which  is  much  nar- 
"  rower  than  they  chuse  to  admit."  See 
Co.  Litt.  58  c.  as  to  Copyholders  being 
villiens  and  dependent  on  the  will  of  the 
Lord. 

Therefore,  without  any  more  observation,  it  is  my 
decided  opinion,  that  the  practice  is  liable  to  manifold 
objections,  and  I  recommend  the  Lord  never  to  grant 
any  future  remission,  and  to  revoke  every  order  already 
made  on  the  subject.
